Although  the  emphasis  throughout  is  on  teaching  rather  than  test- 
ing, this  Workbook  provides  five  Vocabulary  Tests  of  the  mastery  of 


the  new  words  introduced  in  Second  Reader,  Level  I.  Full  directions 
for  administering  and  using  the  results  of  Vocabulary  Tests  I,  II, 
III,  IV,  and  V will  be  found  in  the  Manual. 

For  the  first  time  in  this  series  of  workbooks  brief  directional  sen- 
tences addressed  to  the  pupils  are  used.  Since  some  of  the  words 
used  in  these  directions,  such  as  sentence,  word,  phrase,  are  not  in 
the  basic  vocabulary,  it  is  recommended  that  the  teacher  read  the 
directions  with  the  pupils,  supplementing  them  with  such  oral  direc- 
tions as  are  necessary.  As  the  pupils  become  more  familiar  with  the 
Workbook  and  learn  the  words  used  in  the  directions,  less  assistance 
from  the  teacher  will  be  necessary. 

At  the  side  of  each  Workbook  page  the  purposes  and  procedures 
for  each  lesson  are  stated.  Additional  directions  and  suggestions  for 
each  page  will  be  found  on  page  80  and  on  the  inside  back  cover 
page.

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TO  THE  TEACH 


Instructional  purposes  and  directions  for  teaching  the  Workbook 
to  accompany  the  Second  Reader,  Level  I,  We  Are  Neighbors,  are 
given  on  the  pages  they  describe.  The  following  suggestions  will 
help  the  teacher  to  secure  maximum  results  from  each  Workbook 
page. 

Page  1.  Orientation.  Enrichment.  This  exercise  clarifies  the  con- 
cepts of  the  words  friends,  neighbors.  It  serves  to  enrich  concepts 
of  the  unit  theme  of  friendly  neighborhood  relationships.  It  also  pro- 
vides opportunity  for  conversation  about  neighborhood  life. 

Page  2.  Comprehension:  Main  Idea.  After  the  pupils  have  finished, 
have  the  riddles  read  aloud  and  answers  checked  as  a group  exercise. 

Page  3.  Using  Context  and  Picture  Clues.  Phrase  Recognition.  Be 
sure  that  the  pupils  understand  the  importance  of  letting  the  picture 
guide  their  choice  of  response.  Check  in  a group  exercise.  Assign 
similar  hectographed  exercises  to  individuals  who  have  difi&culty.
